Joint Town Hall/Impact of Drugs 
on the community meeting 


On April 14, 2014 at 6:30 
p.m. the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office in cooperation 
with Sheriff Patrick Boggs’ 
Mason County Sheriff’s Of¬ 
fice will be hosting a Town 
Hall meeting at the Minerva 
United Methodist Church lo¬ 
cated on KY 435 in Minerva. 
Sheriff Boggs and Chief Dep¬ 
uty Bob Scott will talk about 
the impact of drugs on our 
community. 

Drug activity in both 
counties continue to be a ma¬ 
jor problem and each agency 
continues to address these is¬ 
sues with the resources that 
are available to the Sheriff’s 
Office. The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office anonymous 
tip line for reporting of crime, 
phone number is 606-735- 
2578. This anonymous tip 
line can be used to report any 
type of crime, but is especially 
set up for the reporting of drug 
activity in the County. How¬ 
ever, if the crime is currently 
in progress call 911 so that a 
dispatcher can send an offi¬ 
cer out immediately. The tip 
line phone is not manned con¬ 
tinuously and may not get an¬ 
swered until the following day 
or on Monday if left on the 
weekend. You can send tips 
to the Mason County Sheriff’s 
Office on a link on their web¬ 
site masoncountysheriffky. 
com. 

The Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office has initiated 
a new drug information pro¬ 
gram in the Bracken County 


and Augusta School Systems 
called SALUTE (Students 
and LawEnforcement United 
Through Education). This 
program replaced the DARE 
program in the schools and 
gives us more freedom to ad¬ 
dress the needs of the commu¬ 
nity and issues in the schools. 
As part of this program they 
have guest speakers that come 
in and talk to the students 
about the drug problem in the 
county. 

At this Town Hall meet¬ 
ing two of their guest speakers 
from SALUTE will be speak¬ 
ing to the citizens about their 
experiences with drugs and 
how they devastate the fam¬ 
ily. One of the speakers is a 
mother of a 24 year old recov¬ 
ering from drug addiction and 
the other speaker is a mother 
who lost her daughter and son- 
in-law to drugs. These two 
speakers are very passionate 
about their message and how 
devastating drugs are to fami¬ 
lies. Sheriff Niemeier would 
recommend that you come out 
and hear these two talk about 
their experiences, you will not 
be disappointed and it will 
definitely open your eyes to 
the drug problem. 

Both Sheriff’s Offices 
continue to take a strong 
stance against drugs and will 
continue to investigate and 
vigorously prosecute these 
cases. These investigations 
are very time consuming and 
can take up to 18 months to 
two years to complete.

From Brooksville Centennial 
Celebration 1839-1939 
Some History of the 
Court House Continued 

It is steam heated through¬ 
out. A splendid water sys¬ 
tem and perfect drainage. It 
is surmounted by a tower to 
which is a clock which faces 
looking to the four quarters of 
the earth, and whose chimes 
will be heard recording time 
throughout the coming years. 

All who have had to do 
with the building of this mag¬ 
nificent temple of justice are 
entitled to great credit for the 
energy and perseverance dis¬ 
played. But special mention 
should be made of Dr. W. B. 
Wallin and Mr. John Kearns, 
by whose personal efforts and 
personal influence Twenty 
Thousand Dollars was raised 
in three days to continue the 
work on completion. 

The Falls City Construc¬ 
tion Company deserves es¬ 
pecial credit for the splendid 
workmanship displayed in 
the erection of the house. The 
presence of its representatives 
here, Messers. Roland, Wilson 
and Langford, have been en¬ 
joyed by all our people. They 
are gentlemen in every sense 
of the word and have proven 
themselves to be thorough 
masters of the building art. 


The committee who had 
the building in charge, Mess¬ 
ers. Corlis, Kearns, Wallin, 
Cook, Bush, Hook, Thomp¬ 
son and Brooks, unremitting 
in their efforts to have house 
completely and speedily built. 
They are entitled to and no 
doubt will receive the thanks 
of the people of the whole 
County for the splendid man¬ 
ner in which they discharged 
the duties imposed upon them 
by the court and by the peo¬ 
ple. 

The cornerstone was laid 
June 14, 1915. The crowd at 
the corner-stone laying Mon¬ 
day was estimated being in the 
neighborhood of 2,000, but 
many were kept away owing 
to the busy season of the year 
for farmers. The crowd was 
entertained during the day by 
some excellent music by the 
Germantown and Mt. Olivet 
brass bands. 

During the entire day the 
new building was the object 
of much interest to the crowd, 
many of whom spent the 
greater portion of the morn¬ 
ing inspecting, going from the 
basement to the third story, 
the general verdict being that 
it is one of the best built court 
houses in Kentucky outside of 
Lexington and Louisville.

AUGUSTA INDEPENDENT SCHOOLS 
Notification of Rights under FERPA 
for Elementary and Secondary Schools 


The Family Educational Rights and Privacy Act 
(FERPA) affords parents and students over 18 years of 
age (“eligible students”) certain rights with respect to the 
student’s education records. These rights are: 

(1) The right to inspect and review the student’s 
education records within 45 days of the day the School 
receives a request for access. 

Parents or eligible students should submit to the 
School principal [or appropriate school official] a written 
request that identifies the record(s) they wish to inspect. 
The School official will make arrangements for access 
and notify the parent or eligible student of the time and 
place where the records may be inspected. 

(2) The right to request the amendment of the 
student’s education records that the parent or eligible 
student believes are inaccurate, misleading, or otherwise 
in violation of the student’s privacy rights under FERPA. 

Parents or eligible students who wish to ask the School 
to amend a record should write the School principal [or 
appropriate school official], clearly identify the part of the 
record they want changed, and specify why it should be 
changed. If the School decides not to amend the record 
as requested by the parent or eligible student, the School 
will notify the parent or eligible student of the decision 
and advise them of their right to a hearing regarding the 
request for amendment. Additional information regarding 
the hearing procedures will be provided to the parent or 
eligible student when notified of the right to a hearing. 

(3) The right to privacy of personally identifiable 
information in the student’s education records, except 
to the extent that FERPA authorizes disclosure without 
consent. 

One exception, which permits disclosure without 
consent, is disclosure to school officials with legitimate 
educational interests. A school official is a person 
employed by the School as an administrator, supervisor, 
instructor, or support staff member (including health or 
medical staff and law enforcement unit personnel); a 
person serving on the School Board; a person or company 
with whom the School has outsourced services or 
functions it would otherwise use its own employees to 
perform (such as an attorney, auditor, medical consultant, 
or therapist); a parent or student serving on an official 
committee, such as a disciplinary or grievance committee; 
or a parent, student, or other volunteer assisting another 
school official in performing his or her tasks. 

A school official has a legitimate educational interest 
if the official needs to review an education record in order 
to fulfill his or her professional responsibility. 

Upon request, the School discloses education records 
without consent to officials of another school district in 
which a student seeks or intends to enroll, or is already 
enrolled if the disclosure is for purposes of the student’s 
enrollment or transfer. 

(4) The right to file a complaint with the U.S. 
Department of Education concerning alleged failures by 
the School to comply with the requirements of FERPA.

Child Find for Children with Disabilities in Need of 
Special Education or 504 Services 


4/2/2014 


Child Find 

The Augusta Independent School District keeps educational records in a secure location 
in each school and Board office. 

The Augusta Independent School District obtains written consent from a parent or 
eligible student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed to 
provide educational programs or services. The Augusta Independent School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request seven years after they 
are no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised 
that data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Augusta Independent School District may retain, for an indefinite period 
of time, a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance 
records, classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and four- 
year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are at-risk, 
as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible for special 
education must have an Individual Education Plan (lEP) instead of a 504 plan to receive 
State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Augusta Independent School District has an ongoing ‘Child Find'’ system, which 
is designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Augusta Independent School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Augusta Independent School District find any child who may have a 
disability and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name 
and age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents 
or guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Augusta Independent School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school district collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services.

School District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special

Growing and cooking with herbs

We all want to eat food 
that tastes good. One of the 
most common ways we tend 
to make food taste good is by 
adding salt. Unfortunately, 
most American diets are too 
high in sodium. Diets high in 
sodium can raise blood pres¬ 
sure, which can lead to many 
major health issues including 
heart disease. Herbs provide 
a great way for us to limit 
our sodium intake while still 
consuming flavorful foods. 

Herbs are also some of 
the easiest things to grow. 
The simplest way to start an 
herb garden is to buy plants 
and transfer them to a win¬ 
dow box. Soon, farmers mar¬ 
kets and garden centers will 
have plants on hand. You can 
also grow herbs from seed. 
Herbs need a lot of sun to 
grow, so make sure you plant 
them in an area that receives 
at least six hours of sunlight 
a day. Basil, sage, parsley, 
chives and rosemary will do 
well both indoors or outdoors 
as long as they have plenty of 
sun and protection from cold 
weather. 

You can begin harvest¬ 
ing herbs once the plant has 
enough leaves to maintain 
growth. In early morning 
right before the dew dries, 
clip undamaged leaves that 
have a nice aroma. You can 
harvest annual herbs like 
sweet basil, dill and orega¬ 
no until frost. Chives, mint, 
parsley and rosemary will 
grow for more than one 
season if they are protected 
from harsh cold. However, 
you should stop harvesting 
perennial and biennial herbs 
in late August, as the plants 
will need time to prepare for 
the winter. 

Some herbs produce 
beautiful flowers, but if you 
plan to cook with herbs in 
your kitchen, harvest the 
leaves before the plant flow¬ 
ers. In addition, you can cut 
or pinch the flower buds back 
to prevent blooming. Once 


the plant flowers the leaves 
begin to lose their aromatic 
flavors. 

Once harvested, store 
fresh herbs in your refrig¬ 
erator or preserve them by 
drying or freezing. To keep 
washed herbs fresh for up to 
one month in the refrigerator, 
store them in an airtight con¬ 
tainer and include a folded 
damp paper towel. 

By experimenting with 
different herb combinations, 
you can use less salt, experi¬ 
ence unique flavors and still 
have delicious dishes. For 
best results, chop or mince 
herbs before cooking. Vola¬ 
tile oils are released when 
the leaves are bruised, which 
provides their unique fla¬ 
vors. 

Heat increases the rate at 
which herbs release their fla¬ 
vors. For dishes that require 
longer cooking times, add 
delicate-flavored and ground 
herbs at the end, so their fla¬ 
vor will not escape. Some 
herbs, such as bay leaves, re¬ 
quire longer cooking times. 
Herbs placed in a cheesecloth 
bag allow the flavors to ex¬ 
tract during cooking, and the 
herbs can be easily removed 
before serving the dish. Add 
herbs several hours in ad¬ 
vance or overnight to un¬ 
cooked foods, such as salad 
dressings or marinades. This 
will allow the herbs to blend 
with the other ingredients. 

Seasoning your dishes 
with herbs will allow you 
to serve delicious, nutri¬ 
tious meals to your family. 
For more information about 
growing and preparing herbs 
and other ways to provide nu¬ 
tritious family meals, contact 
Bracken County office of the 
University of Kentucky Co¬ 
operative Extension Service.

Proposed Regional Waste 
Water Treatment Plant 

Good Time For An Elec¬ 
tion: On April 16th at the 
Augusta Council Meeting, 
the Division of Water will 
visit to present info on pro¬ 
posed WWTP. Our current 
officials are pushing hard for 
the site proposed last April 4, 
2013, in The Bracken County 
News, being on the far east¬ 
ern end of East Second Street 
in Augusta. Site is less than 
1500’ from Augusta River 
Park and Boat Dock. 

A few questions to be ad¬ 
dressed: 

1. Cost to residents of 
Brooksville and Augusta 
and homes on Route 19, 8.5 
miles between the 2 cities. 
New customers will pay tap 
in fees plus monthly bill. Ex¬ 
isting customers will prob¬ 
ably see bills double. 

2. Proposed site requires 
piping sewage from old plant 
1.5 miles east to new plant 
then to be treated and re¬ 
leased to fiow past park and 
city. Not a good plan. 

3. Previous cost analysis 
gave 3 options for site loca¬ 
tion. (1) Rebuild small plants 
in each city. (2) Augusta Re¬ 
gional Plant. (3) Wellsburg 
Regional Plant. Augusta Re¬ 
gional Plant was shown as 
most cost effective. This is 
totally a wrong analysis since 
it included an Industrial Park 
and 320 homes being built 
next to Industrial Park. We 
have no industry, no homes, 
no developer, only a horse 
park. 

4. If regional is neces¬ 
sary, Wellsburg is more cen¬ 
tral in county. There is more 
development in that area. 3.4 
miles of 1159 is to be recon¬ 
structed with truck lane from 
AA to Brooksville. Pipe 
could be laid with new high¬ 
way. Augusta, Wellsburg, 
Brooksville distance is total 
of 11 miles with more cus¬ 
tomers and only 1 mile from 
Locust Creek with 60 plus 
homes. 

5. If regional is not nec¬ 
essary it would be cheaper 
to replace both plants, not 
including Route 19 or Route 
1159.

Check Alfalfa Fields 
for Winter Damage

After recent visits to lo¬ 
cal alfalfa fields, it is evident 
that the extreme cold from 
this winter season has taken 
its toll on some of the crop. 
The fields or areas show¬ 
ing the most damage appear 
to be wet areas or soils that 
lack good drainage. If alfalfa 
does not replenish root re¬ 
serves before going dormant, 
it may not completely fill the 
area in the soil that the tap 
root occupied. This allows 
water to gather around the 
root and a sudden freezing 
event will cause ice to form 
around the root. As the ice 
expands, it pushes the root 
out of the ground, sheering 
off the feeder roots and kill¬ 
ing the plant. In some loca¬ 
tions, plants were pushed 4 
inches out of the ground. 

In fields that exhibit this 
damage, it is important that 
a decision is made regard¬ 
ing the future productivity of 
the field. If damage is wide¬ 
spread across the majority of 
the field, you may consider 
rotating the field to another 
crop. Kill out any remaining 
alfalfa plants with tillage or 
chemical sprays and choose 
another crop that will meet 
your needs or fit in your rota¬ 
tion schedule. 

A second option would 
be to No-till in additional red 
clover and grass seed. Due 
to a toxin that alfalfa leaves 
in the soil, new alfalfa seed 
will not germinate and that 
is why it takes one year rota¬ 
tion to another crop to break 
this cycle before the field can 
be reseeded to alfalfa. Red 
clover and grass seed will 
germinate without problems 
and can extend the life of a 
hay field. 

A third option would be 
to utilize the remaining grass 
and apply nitrogen fertilizer. 
As long as the stand of grass 
it thick enough to still be 
productive, the nitrogen will 
enhance the yield and extend 
the use of field and produce 
needed hay. 

If you are using a no-till 
drill, be sure and adjust the 
seeding depth to % to !/2 inch 
and no deeper.

You hear about Lake St. 
Clair, Mille Lacs, Lake Erie 
and the upper Mississippi 
River as waters that produce 
the best smallmouth fishing 
in the United States. 

As far as catching num¬ 
bers of smallmouth with 
many of those larger than 4 
pounds, you can’t argue with 
the sentiment. However, to 
catch the largest specimens 
in the world, you need to fish 
in Kentucky and Tennessee. 

This statement isn’t re¬ 
gional boastful pride or being 
a homer, it is fact. The three 
largest smallmouth bass on 
the ESPN/Bassmaster Top 
25 Smallmouth Bass list 
came from one water body: 
Dale Hollow Lake, which 
straddles the Kentucky-Ten- 
nessee line in south-central 
Kentucky. 

Kentucky is blessed 
with three world-class small¬ 
mouth lakes: Laurel River 
Lake, Lake Cumberland and 
the upper section of Dale 
Hollow Lake that produced 
the world record. 

The numbing cold of 
this past winter has fishing 
rhythms well behind most 
years.

peratures are just now break¬ 
ing into the upper 40s on 
these lakes. 

In spring, smallmouth 
bass move from their winter 
hideouts - along steep points, 
bluffs or suspended above 
channel drops - toward their 
spawning grounds on gently 
sloping banks that run from 
shallow to medium-depth 
water. 

Long, extended points 
that run well out in the lake 
also make good spring areas 
in these lakes as do the shal¬ 
low ends of small coves that 
run off the main lake or a 
major creek arm. 

Jerkbaits and swimbaits 
also fool smallmouths on 
sloping banks in spring. An¬ 
glers report catching small¬ 


mouth bass above 4 pounds 
recently on Dale Hollow us¬ 
ing Tennessee shad-colored 
swimbaits and clown-col¬ 
ored jerkbaits fished on gen¬ 
tly-sloping pea gravel banks. 
Those banks with some grass 
on them are best. 

Blade baits ripped off 
the bottom and allowed to 
settle again also work well 
in these spots. Watch your 
line intently when the blade 
bait sinks to bottom again as 
smallmouth often pick it off 
as it settles. 

“These lakes have the 
potential to produce world- 
class specimens in spring¬ 
time,” Williams said. “Now 
is the time to fish if you 
can.”

Lake Cumberland reaching 
full pool this summer; 
good news for anglers 

Biologists with the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish 
and Wildlife Resources pre¬ 
dict the return of Lake Cum¬ 
berland to its normal sum¬ 
mertime level will prove a 
boon to fishing in the coming 
years. 

The U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers announced Tues¬ 
day that the lake should re¬ 
turn to its old level of 723 feet 
above sea level by mid-May. 
Lake Cumberland had been 
held at a lower level since 
2007, while repairs to Wolf 
Creek Dam were underway. 

John Williams, south¬ 
eastern fisheries district biol¬ 
ogist for Kentucky Fish and 
Wildlife, said the return of 
historic lake levels will boost 
fishing both in the lake and in 
the tailwater below it. 

“It is going to flood all 
of that shoreline cover that’s 
grown up during the draw¬ 
down,” he said. “It is going to 
help black bass, sunfish and 
crappie. They will utilize that 
cover now and it will make 
for fun fishing.” 

Nutrients provided by 
decaying plants will help fuel 
growth at the base of the food 
chain, a boost that biologists 
refer to as the “new lake ef¬ 
fect.” 

Jeff Ross, assistant direc¬ 
tor of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife, noted the 
surface area of the lake will 
grow from 37,000 acres at its 
lowest to 50,250 acres this 
summer. 

The plan to raise the lake 
to its old level stalled early 
this year, when researchers 
discovered the endangered 
duskytail darter had moved 
downstream from the Big 
South Fork of the Cumber¬ 
land River while the water 
was down. Raising the lake 
back up could impact these 
fish. 

The U.S. Fish and Wild¬ 
life Service and U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers acted 
rapidly to complete a plan 
to ensure the survival of the 
darter.

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Redistricting of Magisterial Districts begins with 
May Primary, affecting voters poiiing iocations 


After the 2010 Census, 
Kentucky state government 
developed a redistricting 
event that would enable a 
more equal distribution of 
representation for counties 
on issues facing them. In 
this redistricting, Robert¬ 
son County was added to 
State Representative Mike 
Denham’s district that previ¬ 
ously included only Bracken, 
Fleming and Mason coun¬ 
ties. A similar redistricting 
changed Bracken County 
from the district served by 
Senator Robin Webb to the 
district served by Senator 
Katie Stine. 

Counties have been 
working to ensure that there 
is equal distribution of rep¬ 
resentation for each of their 
magisterial districts. In this 
process, it was discovered 
that Germantown and Mil¬ 
ford had populations shifts 
above the 10 percent vari¬ 
ance allowed by law. With 
this shift in population, the 
most noted change will oc¬ 
cur on Reservoir Lane and 
those roads that branch off 
of it. They will now move to 
the Milford District. Those 
residents effected by this 
and other small redistricting 
issues have been contacted 
by Bracken County Clerk 
Rae Jean Poe and her office 
with a postcard indicating 
what precinct they are in and 
where they are to vote. 

However, due to chang¬ 
es in address, some voters 
may not have been contact¬ 
ed. While most believe by 
changing the address on their 
drivers license and billing 
addresses, they have covered 
all bases, they actually may 
not have. It is always advised 
to let the County Clerk’s of¬ 
fice also know so that your 
voter registration information 
is also correct. This will help 
to defiect any trouble you 
may experience at the polls 
on election day. Some re¬ 
districting has also occurred 
in other areas. Some roads 
who have always voted in x 
district no matter which side 
you live on, may have the 
left side still voting in dis¬ 
trict “x” while the right side 
of the road has been changed 
or moved to district “y”. 

County Clerk Rae Jean 
Poe encourages anyone who 
has moved or lives on roads 
that have been redistricted to 
contact her office to ensure 
you go to the correct polling 
location to vote in the May 
Primary on Tuesday, May 



20th. Anyone with questions 
is also encouraged to contact 
her office either in person or 
by phone at 606-735-2952.
